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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 0 
and 1 1 directed to an invention which was non-elected without traverse (See Remarks 
filed on 1/8/2009). Accordingly, claims 10 and 11 have been cancelled. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7, 9 and 12-26 are allowed. 

As per independent claims 1 and 18, the prior art fails to teach the combination of 
features claimed. The claims differentiate from the applied art of record for at least the 
reasons as set forth by the applicant in the Remarks filed on 6/18/2009, which were filed 
in response to the rejections formulated using Sue, Matte and Official Notice. The 
applicant's remarks filed have been found to be persuasive and therefore it would 
appear that the subject matter claimed is allowable over the prior art made of record.
